The trusteed of the New York 
State Hosp ital for Incip ient Pul­ 
monary Tuberculosis in the Adiron­ 
dacks have issued their comp leted 
statistics for the first year, which is 
as follows: 
There were admitted 
207 p atients, more than half of 
whom were incip ienls. 
There were 
no deaths. 
Of the 105 p atients dis­ 
charged, fifty-two were ap p arently 
recovered. Twenty-six arrested cases 
are rep orted. 
Six teen imp roved, 
while eleven left without any im­ 
p rovement. 
The treatment consists 
mainly of outdoor air, wholesome 
food and rest. 
Patients have three 
full meals and two or three lun­ 
cheons a day, and 90 of the 105 
gained an average of 10.57 p ounds 
each.

may bum more evenly than one rich 
In potash but imperfectly made, and 
at best the “white ash” is but a rudi­ 
mentary test.

Fishermen claim the Alaska co d is 
really a better fish than tho se caught 
In Eastern waters. The fish is larger 
and co mmands Just as go o d a price 
in the East. 
But until the prejudice against the 
Alaska flsh wears o ff. it is pro bable 
the Alaska co d will co ntinue to be 
so ld under ano ther name. 
The scho o ners Nellie Co leman and 
Carrier Do ve are o perated by the Se­ 
attle and Alaska Fish co mpany, be­ 
tween Seattle and the Alaska fisheries. 
A big fo rce o f fishermen is kept busy 
fishing fo r co d. 
As fast as the flsh 
are caught they are turned o ver to the 
vessels o f the co mpany's fleet. 
On 
bo ard they are immediately dressed 
and then salted do wn belo w the decks. 
When the fish are bro ught here they 
are kept In brine at the W est Seattle 
wareho uses until so ld. The pro duct is 
marketed in 100-po und bundles and 
two -po und cakes.
